There was nothing in the oable to Indicate any connection 
with project Symphony on whloh no formal Information 
had been received - except that reference was made to 
LVX-207* 

2# LVX-207 dated 12 April 1946 was received at the 

Washington Austria desk on 6 May 1946 and was the first 
formal information that was reoelved aotualljr mentioning 
project Symphony* 

3* LVX-207 was an Interrogation report of Erloh VENDER 

® Carol POPES CUE $ Shellaoh ERI. VENDER Is known to most 
peoplenavlng dven a curator knowledge of foreign intelligence

He had apparently been arrested in Austria hy for black-market 
activities and was about to be sentenced* In the LVX-207, 
which covers some fourteen mimeographed sheets, VENDER 
provides Information of a nature similar to that known 
of his operations from our general Intelligence Information 
- colored, however, to fit ±ha his own purposes* Even 
during the time of the N azi supremacy, VENDER was v
